REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
declaration and amendment filed on June 1 , 2009 as well as the amendments to the 
claims filed on July 15, 2009 are acknowledged. The declaration filed is commensurate 
with the scope of the amended claims and swears behind the filing date of the 
Malmquist reference. Hence Malmquist does not qualify as prior art. Thus Applicant has 
overcome all the cited 103 obviousness rejections of record. 

Applicant also filed a Terminal Disclaimer on July 15, 2009 which is acceptable. 
This overcomes the double patenting rejection of claims 8, 16 and 20 over the claims of 
issued US patent 7,488,595. 

No other rejections remain. Hence claims 8-13, 19-20, 23-24, 26, 71-83, 87-89, 
91-99, and 101-119 are allowed.
